Tire shot out from tr 


A 16-year-old Woburn youth, Satur- 
day morning had an adventure in 
Wilmington Square. 

He had stolen a van type truck from 
a Woburn firm, at about 4 a.m. Satur- 
day, after bréaking into the office of 
the firm. He drove out of Woburn, 
without being noticed, and parked at 
the Jack-in-the-Box, Main Street, 
Wilmington. 

The van had been spray painted, 
with black paint, with many 
swastikas. Sgts. George Shepard and 
Jay Palmer, in a cruiser, noted the 
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spray painting and decided to in- 
vestigate. They drove into the Jack- 
in-the-Box yard 

The youth, apparently panicking, 
pulled out, and drove off at a high rate 
of speed toward Woburn. 

Two Wilmington patrolmen were 
working in Wilmington Square at that 
early hour, because the Burlington 
Avenue bridge is closed, as a part of 
the new sewer project. Officers Bob 
Shelley and James Burke got a radio 
message from Shepard and Palmer. 

The truck, as it went through 
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Wilmington Square, was driven 
directly at the two men. They had to 
jump aside. 

Officer Shelley drew his gun, and 
shot out the rear tire of the van. It 
continued over the hill, but then turn- 
ed over, in front of Ralph's Auto Supp- 
ly. 

The driver was arraigned in Woburn 
Court, on charges of larceny of a vehi- 
cle, using without authority and fail- 
ing to stop for a police officer, 
preferred by the Wilmington police.

New process could 
iron out water problems 


Iron has long been a problem in Wilmington's water. It 
stains laundry, tastes funny, and gives water a red color. 
Because of iron in the water, the Wilmington Water 
Department has had to shut down three of the town's 
eight pumping stations. 

One of those pumping stations is now the site of a pilot 
test for a project which could solve the iron problem in a 
large number of wells. The process, called Vyredox, is 
one which was developed in Sweden, and is now under 
license to Layne New England a firm which has installed 
many of Wilmington’s wells. 

Layne is using the Butters Row pumping station as its 
first test in New England. And it is working 

The Vyredox process is far simpler than any treatment 
method previously devised, and is estimated to be about 
half as expensive. It makes use of bacteria that are 
already in the ground, feeding them oxygen. The 
bacteria then thrive, and eat the iron and manganese in 
the soil. 

The process is carried out by installing a series of in- 
jection wells in a well-field, and forcing aerated water 
down those wells. The water is drawn from the town's 
water system at a rate of 500 gallons per minute for 12 
hours at a time. 

This heavy draw on the water system has caused a 
reversal of flow patterns and a stirring up of sediment, 
which causes water to appear dirty in that end of town. 

The test has been in operation for about two weeks. 
When the work started, the iron content of the water was 
2.15 parts per million. The testing has taken it as low as 
0.lppm. When the pumping station was closed a few 
years ago, the content was 4.0 ppm. 

The installation, though, is not a permanent one. It isa 
test, to develop design criteria for a permanent treat- 
ment plant. That treatment plant would have to be fund- 
ed by the town meeting. 

Layne has two men on the site, taking frequent samples 
of the water. 

“More is going to be known about 
this well than any other well in New 
England when we're done with it,” 
said Bill Armstrong, a hydrologist. 

Armstrong estimated that the 
testing at the Butters Row station | 
would last for another two weeks.

Business Information Center 
in Wilmington 


The Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce, through its board of direc- 
tors and President Marvin Weiner of 
Dunkin’ Donuts has accepted a 
proposal from the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council (MAPC) to establish 
a Business Information Center in 
Wilmington. 

The vote was made in Tuesday's 
meeting of the directors. 

There are a number of such offices, 
in eastern Massachusetts, resulting 
from a suggestion made by the Boston 
Federal Reserve Bank. The offices 
are funded by Title III of CETA, and 
in the local case would be funded by 
the Medford Consortium. 

An otherwise unemployed person, 
about 45 years old, is named and sent 
to special schools for this type of ac- 
tivity. This person is funded for one 
year. If, after the year is completed, 
the local community, through its town 
meeting or otherwise, wishes to con- 


tue the office, it can do so. 


The purpose of Business Informa- 
tion Service is to provide advice and 
know-how to small business, and to 
assist the community in a referral 
way, for business enterprises. It 
provides information, programs 


business and assists in funding, on a 
local level. It helps small businesses 
to get started, and to maintain 
themselves. 

It is up to the person in the BIC of- 
fice to prove the worth to the com- 
munity. 

The Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce has voted a sum of money 
for office expenses for one year. In- 
cidental transportation costs are to be 
borne by the MAPC. The local BIC 
employee gets the maximum pay that 
is allowed to CETA employees, $10,- 
000 a year. There is an exchange of in- 
formation service with other BIC of- 
fices in adjoining communities. 

If, in a period of less than a year, 
the local sponsoring organization (in 
this case the Chamber of Commerce) 
decides that the BIC office has not 
helped the community, the BIC 
employee may be changed, the agree- 
ment altered, or cancelled. 

Ronald Patton of the MAPC office 
provided the information. Mr. Patton 
said that there are BIC offices in 
about a dozen north shore com- 
munities, among them Stoneham, 
Malden, Woburn, Reading and North 
Reading.

280 yards rushing

MVC co-leader Dracut rolled up 280 
yards rushing enroute to a 22-8 win 
over Wilmington last Saturday.
